HIS SPEECH AT CENTRAL HALL. 


Last evening a very large mass-meeting of Re- 
publicans of the South Division was held in 
Central Hall, corner of Twenty-second street 
and Wabash avenue. The enthusiasm mani- 
fested was simply immense, and the ticket with 
Mr. Huck at its head was heartily indorsed.

Louis C. Huck, C. M. Henderson. Charles H. 

Woods, 
Daniel Shepard. the Hon. James P. Root, the 
Hon. Sol. Hopkins, Col. Ricaby, Ald. Spauld- 
ing, S. B. Perry, Ald. Cary, B. 8. Stone, T. C. 
Clark, and others. 

Nevans’ Band and Frank Lumbard's Glee Club 
added considerable interest to the occasion. 

Mr. Kirk Hawes called the meeting to order, 
and 

MR. c. u. HENDEUSON 
was unanimously chosen to preside. Upon 
taking the chair he thanked the gentlemen pres- 
entfur the honor showed him. He was no 
politician in the bummer sense of the word, but 
it was time now that every tax-payer should take 
a hand in. He thought it was cvery man's duty 
to come out aud take an interest in local poli- 
tics. Comparing the two tickets, the gentleman 
thought Mr. Hesing a good man in respects, but 
Mr. Huck knew how to take care of his own 
property. In the County Board there was a 
great deal of corruption, and nere the great safe- 
guard is to be thrown around by electing honest 


men. 


ADDRESS BY MR. HUCK. 
Mr. Huck was the firet speaker. He received 
ao enthusiastic greeting. He spoke as follows: 
GENTLEMEN AND FELLOW-CITIZENs: It affords me 
great pleasure to see this vast assemblage of honorabie 
citizens before me this evening. Asa resident of this 
ward shortly after the fre, Iam highly pleased at the 
compliment shown me by your large attendance. I 
stand before you, gentlemen, to-day, not as a poli- 
tician, but as a business-man, who has been brought 
to the front by 
THE HONORABLE TAX-PAYING COMMUNITY 
and business men of this county. ([Cheers.] 
It is mot a question whether A. C. Hesing 
or Louis C. Huck occupies this high office of trust. 
the County Treasurership. It is something 
of A great deal more importance. 
The importance, gentiemen, lies with thcee 
people who handle and disburse your moneys. I 
allude to the County Commissioners. [Cheers] I am 
roud to point out the array of names on the Repub- 
— ticket, headed by Murry Nelson, against such 
corrupt men es Messrs. Crawford and Conly, whom 
Mr. Hesing in his own paper denounced as 
THIEVES AND VAGABONDS 
not more than nine months ago. [Loud cheers.) Gen- 
tlemen, these men, if elected, will go in simply be- 
cause they are supported by Mr. Hesing, and he, as 
figure-head of the combination, will get the County 
Board to disburse the moneys for our county build- 
ings, which will probably amount to $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000 in the next two years, and will make 20 per 
cent on it. [Cheers.] Multiply that, gentlemen, and 
find how much of your taxes will be stolen, [Re- 
mewed cheers.) Gentlemen, I will not keep you long, 
There are 
EMINENT SPEAKERS 
here, among whom is your honorable statesman, John 
A. Logan, who will dissect the great questions at issue 
to-day. [Cheers.] I only wish to impress upon you 
that if you desire reform, and wish to see an end put 
to the ring business and corruption in this city and 
county, show it by your ballots. (Loud cheers.) It is 
high time that reform was inaugurated, My best 
friends have said: Huck, how dare you muster cour- 
age, when it has become disreputable, to appear in the 
political arena against 
A SET OF THIEVES 
and vagabonds who make a living by stealing taxes ?” 
If you wish to show that political connivance is not 
wanted in this community, if you want the disburse- 
ment of our taxes to be honorable and straight, come 
to the front {cheers], make politics so that honorable 
business men may appear in the arena without being 
sneered at by such men as Hesing. [Loud cheers.) 1 
thank you, geutiemen, for your attention, and sin- 
cerely hope that on the 2d day of November you will 
show that you mean business. [Cheers,) 
Frank Lumbard’s Glee Club sang a song 
adapted to the occasion, after which 
COL. RICABY 
was introduced, and spoke in substance as fol- 
lows: It was every man's duty to speak for his 
country when it is in danger of political rings, 
as well as fight for it in time of war. He had no 
respect for that respectability which neglected to 
take a hand in politics, and allowed its city to 
fall into the clutches of a combination of men 
who knew only corruption. He bad no objection 
to foreigners, but was opposed to a ticket which 
ostracised American natives, — 


like a true statesman who Came to the front in 
time of need, he allowed his name to be used. 
After paying his compliments to the candidates 
for Judges, be alluded to 
CAPT. HBALY 

and the County Commissioners as men who 
were bonest, and fit for the positions for which 
they were nominated. Hesing was the man who 
went to the City Hall at the bead of s mob, 
who wanted the ordinance of law and order re- 
pealed. He was a friend of Mr Hesing; but 
vben a man attempted to combine the for- 
eigners against our natives for the purpose of 
getting office, then such & Man was so danger- 
ous that be ougbt not to be trusted. Nineteen 
hundred years ago a cloven-footed foreigner 
attempted to bribe the Immaculate, but failed, 
aud Hesing was attempting the same thing to- 
day on our street-corners. By keeping away 
from the polls the people had fairly turned over 
Chicago and Cook County to mob rule and dis- 


order. 

The Glee Club, being londly called for, sang s 
song appropriate to the Oceasion, called Carry 
the News to Hesing.” 

THE RESOLUTIONS, 

Mr. 8. P. Perry offered the following preamble 

and resolutious, which were unanimously adopt- 


Wauerras, Under the laws of the State, the County 
Board ha ve the power to subdivide the county into 
precincts, and appoint the judges of election therein ; 
and 

Wuereas, The County Board, regardless of the cus- 
tom of thirty years in this county, have exercised their 
power in the most wanton and arbitrary manner, and 
have appointed judges in the interest of A. C. Hesin 
and the County Board Ring, and have utterly ignor 
an application made to them by a Republican Commit- 
tee to appoint one Republican judge in each precinct ; 
which action is arbitrary, Unjust, and outrageous, and 
subversive of the right and of democratic principles; 
and 

Wueneas, It is well known that the list of judges ap- 

inted by the Board was revised and corrected by 

lesing solely for the purpose of electing himself and 

his ring, and that it is the intention of thie fraudulent 
combination to employ the machinery of the law to 
overcome the rights of the people and prevent a fair 
and honest expression of the will of the voters; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That we hereby denounce such partial, un- 
just, and arbitrary action of said Board, and that we 
pledge ourselves to stand by the polis on election-day 
to guard them against fraud, illegal voting, ballot- 
stufting, and false counting. 

Resolved, That we appeal to every honest citizen, 
whatever may be his politics, who has an interest in 
the welfare of the city and in the integrity of public 
elections, and is opposed to dishonesty and misruie, 
to devote one day, at least, and join together in pro- 
tecting the polls. 

Resotved, Tuat the business men of this city be re- 
quested to close their places of business on election 
day, and give their labor and influence to the cause of 
right, and the protection of our business interests. 

GEN. LOGAN, 

After the adoption of the resolutions, Gen. John 
A. Logan was introduced, and spoke as follows: 

Fe.iow-Cirizens: I come not bere to-night asa 
politician, but I come as a citizen of Chicago to talk 
with you, my neighbors, in reference to that which is 
of interest to us all. The City of Chicago stands to- 
day unsurpassed in its energy, its enterprise, and its 
great development, It is, 60 far as advance and prog- 
reas is concerned, a model for all others to imitate. 
It has passed through trials and difficulties unknown 
to any other city before of its population to the same 
extent. It has come out of them all, and,as I stay, 
stands to-day pre-eminentiy high before the civilized 
worid as one of the great, growing commerciai cenires 
of this country. There is nothing, in my iudgment, 
that will prevent Chicago from being, at some future 
day, the great city in population and wealch, of this 
vast country of ours. Viewing it, then, from this 
standpoiat, it does seem to me that there are certain 
things required of the citizems of this great city in 
order that it may not be hampered in its 
progress, in order that its progress may be ac- 
celerated. Energy, capital, and honesty, are neces- 
sary combinations to make a city great and to 
make a country great; we have the energy here; I 
hope we have the honesty; I believe that we 
have. With those two the capital will come, 
and then the combination will be complete. It is the 
duty of every citizen in my judgement to look well to 
the affairs of his country. We ali pride ourselves in 
having good government. This great Government of 
ours is looked upon by us as being a model Govern- 
ment, It can only be kept a model Government by 
the honest exercise of the power that is placed in the 
bands of the authorities of the country. If the citi- 
zens are lax iu their duly in reference to the selection 
of men to perform the duties of officials for the pur- 
pose of administerivg the affairs of government hon- 
estly, and giving us good vernment, then our 
government naturally goes into the hands of men who 
will use it for vile purposes, and for the interests of 
themseives and none other. 

In this city, then, it behooves us to select from the 
men in our community such as will administer the 
Government of the city in such a way as will advance 
its interests, and who bear as lightly upon all the peo- 
pie as possible. When men come to this city and in- 
quire for the purpose of investing their capital, 

WHAT QUESTIONS DO THEY ASK 
prior to settling down? It isa well-known fact that 
the first question asked by any one going to a new 
country or sending capital to be invested in any city 
or country is, Wust are your taxes? The next is, 
How are your affairs administered ? Are they admin- 
istered by honest or corrupt men, by fair men or un- 
fair men? Is your city controlled by men who, for 
their own personal gain, exercise their power and au- 
thority in order to impose upon the citizens of tho 
city ? Are the people organized for plunder or for 
good government, and a fair, good, and honest 
administration? These questions all arise 
in the mind of every one who seen an 
investment for his capital, or A home 
for his family. How, then, will our affairs compare 
with the answers that ought to be given to these inter- 
rogations ? 
WHAT DO WE SER BEFORE US TO-DAY ? 

Although two parties have placed before you nomi- 
nations for the various offices which are to be voeted 
for, it is not a contest of party simply, but it is a con- 
test between the men who carry the burdens of this 
city upon their shoulders and the plunderers of this 
city. Shall we not havé honest men to execute the 
laws of this county and administer its affairs honest- 
ly? [Cheers.] We have candidates before you as Re- 
publicans, and I hope they are no worse for that. The 
main question to be considered is, Are they honest 
men ? 

EXAMINE THE TICKET 

and see whether they are or not, They are honest 
men. You have a man as candidate for County 
Treasurer who is known in this community as one of 
its business men—known favorably and well. Heisa 
young, energetic, active business man, with a good 
reputation standing before you, notas an office-beg- 
gar or au Office-seeker, but a man nominated in the 
Convention where he had not been a candidate two 
hours prior tothe time when he was nominated, 
[Cheers.] He was Lominated because of his business 
capacity and his known integrity, and because be was 
known to be in opposition to rings, in opposition to 
corruption, and in favor of the sdvancement and 
progress of the city in which he had placed his for- 
unes and intended to remain his lifetime. 

Then I take the candidate for Clerk of the Superior 
Court. All of you have heard him spoken of. I know 
the young man myself. Knew him in days before he 
stepped into the political arena, I know him to be an 
honest young man and a gentleman. 

For County Commissioners you have good men, as 
I understand, at least, from reputation, men of high 
character and known respectability in this communi- 
ty, and so well known that if the affairs of the count 
are placed in their hands they will be adthinistered in 
such @ manner as to make men take pride in it instead 
of hiding their heads in shame on unt of the peo- 
ulation from the treasury of the coupty as at present. 
(Cheers, } 

NOW ALLOW A COMPARISON 
with the other side. I am uot going to attack the per- 
sonal reputation of any man, but I havea right to 
speak of these people as they appear in their political 
character, or in their official capacity. We bave as the 
candidate for County Treasurer of the Opposition, as 
it is called, —what that means God only knows except 
to be opposed to everything except that which they 
themselves desire, —2 leader in this city, once a pre- 
tended leader of the Republican party, next a pre- 
tended leader of the Democratic party, or the Opposi- 
tion party, or anything,—it makes no difference what, 
for names areimmaterial. A leader also of a mob for 
the purpose of obstructing the laws of the city. A 
man in my judgment,—although so far as in ty is 
concerned I have naught to say,—a daring. boid man; 
desperate and, in my judgment, unscrupulous ; 
a man in habits a tyrant, and in 
his thoughts a monarchist (cheers); a 
man who knows no law to restrain his vindictive feel- 
ings or his ambitious desires; a man uncurbed by any 
limitation that may be placed upon him by your ordi- 
nances or laws; a man wno drives all with impudence 
beyond all that has been known in the face of men 
before. He asserts instead of reasoning, demands in- 
stead of asking, and his demands are to be agreed to 
by the citizens of Chicago merely because he has the 
impudence to demand; who seeks to control, crush 
down, and run over every person who stands in bis 
way. (UCheers.) Why, in Chicago there are men 
who are afraid to raise their voices in o - 
tion to that man,—men who are atrale to 
say aught against that what he 
men who have 


That man has neither the temperament 
nor the disposition to exercise the functions of s re- 
spectable office. There is more that I object to in ret 
erence to that man, and my objections are not of very 
recent date either. He has attempted to do

ae I voted it. It is your duty to recognize my citizen- 
ship, and my duty to recognize yours, The man that 
will deprive a citizen of his right to vote at the ballot- 
box, when there is no ction on that right, will 
steal your pocket-book. [Cheers,; The man who will 
steal the right of an American citizen away from him 
is a dishonest man, a corrupt man, and a mun not to 
be trusted at home or abroad, It is one of the sacred 
rights of an American citizen to cast his ballot, and 
when he does so cast it, it is the duty of the officer 
of the election that it should be counted, But is that 
the intention in this instance? it intended here 
that the American citizens, either of native or foreign 
birth, shall cast their votes, and that these votes shall 
be honestiy counted? Is that the intention? If that 
was the intention, I ask you, my fellow-citizens, why 
it is that the candidates on our side are not entitled to 
a judge in seventy out of 100 precincts in the county ? 
[Cneers.] Was such a thing ever heard of before? 
Was such an exercise of arbitrary rule and power—I 
might say such an infamous and corrupt exercise of 
power—ever made inthis country before? [Cheers.] 
Are we—are the citizens of Chicago—going to sit quiet- 
ly by and allow sp outrage of this kind to be perpe- 
trated? Are we going to allow the ballot-boxes to be 
stuifed 7—are we going to allow a ring, a set of cor- 
rupt men, a set of men hungry for office, to deprive 
their fellow-citizens of a share in the elective fran- 
chise? They are not honest men who will do this, 
and citizens ought not to submit to it. And that is 
what the ring of corrupt men call a fair and impar- 
tial election under the laws of your State end city. 
Things smaller than this in some countries have 
caused revolutions, this being a sacred right, and one 
which never ought to be impaired, or trampled upon, 
or intringed in any way whatever. [Cheers.] 

How will it be helped? say some. How are we go- 
ing to have an honest election? say many honest citi- 
zens, There is no use, they say, in voting, for the 
other side will count them out. Great God! has it 
come to this, that citizens shall not vote? Have we 
come to that, that we look upon elections in this way ? 
If this thing obtains in the country it will give us over 
into the hands of men like Hesing who wul run the 
country without government, 

Now, my fellow-citizena, 

THERE MUST BE SOME REMEDY 
for every wrong. There is no wrong againet the rights 
of tue people for which there is not some remedy. You 
may not, perhaps, be able to assert this remedy in a 
legel manner for the purpose of having an election 
without ballot-box stuffing. It may be that you might 
be prevented in some way, by some technicality, bit 
there is a way in which it can be done without infring- 
ing upon the rights of amy American citizen. Let the 
people, the honest men, the men who pay taxes and 
support the Government, and the men who are honest 
and do not pay taxes, but support the Government in 
the best way they can, organize themselves 
together and bind themselves togetner aa 
guards of the ballot-Loxes and the elective 
franchise of the American citizen, and at the polls de- 
mand the right to vote. [Cheers.] Let your young 
meu and your old men go to the polls prepared to 

DEMAND A FAIR vors. 

Let them stand there and see that the vote is fair. 
They have the right to do it, and no man has the right 
to deprivethem of it. Let them take their pen and 
their pencil, and take the names of the voters, and 
challenge every man whose name is not on the poil- 
book of hie precinct or ward, Not only that, but let 
those judges kuow that those votes have got to bs 
counted honestly, and let them stay 
there and see them counted, 1 tell 
that if the citizens determine to do this, 
you will not see the judges perpetrating frauds in the 
face of an outraged community. They dare not do it, 
and thatis the way, in my judgment, to prevent this 
wholesale fraud that is certainly intended at this elec- 
tion, 

Let us see, now, 

WHO THESE MEN ARE 

who claim your suffrages, You are the tax-payers, 
and the taxes you pay go into the Treasury of the 
state, county, and city, and those taxes you expect 
to be honestly disbursed for the purposes for which 
they are collected, I will ask you,as honest mrn, if 
the time has ever been in this land before, when a man 
or his friends have ever asserted in the face of 
honest men that they wanted an office to pay 
their debte? [Laughter and cheers.] I ask you if 
ever there has been such an example set in this coun- 
try before? Has there ever been such impudence 
known in this countryas this? A man wants an 
oftice with a salary of $4,000 a year to pay his debts 
with, which amount perhaps to a great deal more. 
This reminded the speaker of the following anecdote : 
A Teuton and an Irishman met on the street the other 
day. Said the German, “ Vell, who was you gone 
vote for mit dis ‘lection? Well, I don’t know,” re- 
plied the Irishman; not for Hesing.” “ Nott vor 
Hesing! said the German, in surprise, “ vy, be will 
mage good dimes forallov usin dis sidy.“ “ Pray, 
tell me how that kin be dun?” interrogated the Celt. 
„ Vell, I dold you how it vas: Hesing he ged in de 
Coundy Dreazury und dage de money for do pay his 
debts, und dat vill make good dimes, Yaw, dat 
ish 20.“ 

Now, my fellew citizens, if I am mistaken in my

Catcaco, Oct, 25.—T7o the Committee on Public Ser- 
nice In compliance with your request, I hereby 
hand you my opinion regarding the power of the 
Board at this time to make changes in the judges of 
election to be held Nov. 2, proximo. 

I believe that it was one year ago to-day that the 
same request was made of me in the open Board. The 
opinion I then expressed was to the precise effect of 
the opinion I herewith give you, , in any of the 

recincts, the Board has appointed a person to act as 

udge of election who is not an elector of the precinct 
the appointment is void, and a vacancy therefore ex- 
ists, which the Board, not your Committee, may 
Au now. If one has been appointed who refuses to 
serve, @ vacancy also exists, and may be filled 
now. I would say, in addition, that the law contem- 
plates the appointment of judges of election at least 
ten days before the election. Sec. 42 of the Election 
law provides that the County Clerk shall provide, at 
the expense of the county, proper blanks, poll-books, 
and other necessary election-bianks for precinct 
in the county, and cause a suitable number thereof to 
be delivered to the judges of election at least ten days 
before any election isto beheld. This duty, IT sup- 
pose—though I am not advised—the County Clerk has 
formed; and if he has performed it, the poll- 
ks, etc, are in the hands of the judges 
heretofore appointed by the Board. Se. 34 
of the Election law provides that imme- 
diately upon the appointment of such judges, the 
County Clerk shall make out and deliver to the Sheriff 
of the county a notice thereof directed to each person 
so appointed, and the Sheriff shall, within twenty days 
after the receipt of such notices, deliver the same to 
the several judges so appointed. I am informed by 
the Sheriff that these notices were handed him by the 
Clerk last week, and that the same had been delivered 
to the judges heretofore named by the Board, It 
is not exaggerating to say that these notices, 
in the hands of persons qualified to serve, are com- 
missions of their offices, and the duties of which they 
are entitled to discharge and receive the compensation 
provided therefor by law, in case they are 80 disposed. 
It is for these reasons that lam of the opinion that 
the Board can now make changes in the judges of the 
appending election only when persons heretofore ap- 
pointed are disqvalified or refuse to act, or are not in 
existence, Joun M. Rountreg, County-Attorney. 


After the reading of the report, Commissioner 
Clough arose and stated that he understood that 
a Committee from the Republican Central Com- 
mittee was present, and he desired that the 
Chairman, Mr. Bogue, should be heard in the 
matter. 


COMMISSIONER HOLDEN 
said there was no reason to hear anything fur- 
ther on the subject, in view of the opinion of 
the County-Attorney. He had no doubt the 
Committee on Public Service had appointed a 
large majority of the judges of election from 
the Opposition ranks, but no changes could now 
be made, except in cases where the judges ap- 
pointed were for some reason disqualified from 
serving. He remembered in the Common 
Council several years ago that the Republicans 
bad the majority, and appointed their own 
judges, and that against the helpless re- 
monstrance of the Democrats. Now that the 
Opposition party had the power it would be 
foolish and euicidal not to exercise it. 

Commissioner Clough urged the demand of 
the Republican party in the matter of appoint- 
ing judges in terse aod courteous terms, and 
closed by calling for a vote upon the question of 
allowing Mr. Bogue before the Board. 3 

Commissioner McCaffrey was 

OPPOSED TO THE PROPOSITION. 
If Mr. Bogue was to make any statements, he 
was in favor of the entire lobby being heard in 
the same matter. 

Commissioner Conly saw no objection to Mr. 
Bogue being heard, for whatever he might say 
or suggest would be voted down. 

Commissioner Jones hoped that Mr. Bogue 
would be heard. It had been a custom of the 
two parties to be representedin the judges of 
election, and he saw no reason to depart from 
the eustom. All the Republican party asked 
for was guaranteed by the laws of justice,and he 
hoped the Board would do itself the credit of at 
least appearing to desire to do what was right in 
the matter.

POLITICS AT LARGE, 


THE PENNSYLVANIA CAMPAICN, 
BILL ALLEN RISES UP IN PITTSBURG AND A- 

DRESSES THE ECCLESES OF THAT UNHAPPY RE- 

GION, 

Pirrsrvre, Oct. 25.—It is estimated that at 
least 19,000 people assembled on the South Side 
to-night to listen to the speech of Gov. Allen, of 
Ohio. That portion of the city is largely popu- 
lated by workingmen, and it was to this class 
thas Mr. Allen directed the principal part of 
his speech. After reviewing and explaining 
the right of suffrage and showing the 
supreme importance of every man acting at 
the polls according to his judgment, Mr. Allen 
showed the necessity in this Republic of a repre 
sentative form of government, and dwelt at 
some length on the care which should be used 
in the selection of representatives. He thea 
epoke of the way taxes were levied, and showed 
how fraud had crept among office-holders, 
and severely criticized the Administration. 
Mr. Allen said: “The Government for 
many years has been run solely for 
the benefit of the rich and solely to the crushing 
ont of the liberty and life of the many. [Cheers.] 
It is that which has brought these vast multi- 
tudes together. It is the consequences of that 
fact which caused 292,000 Democrats to cry out 
by the ballot for the relief of the poor from the 
ruin to which they had been consigned—I mean 
in Ohio. Eighty-two thousand more men cast 
the Democratic ballot on the second Tuesday 
of October than did two years before for the 
same candidate. [Cheers] Why? Because 
everybody feit there, except a few bankers and a 
few olffice-hoiders, and no few either [laughter], 
and afew defaulters, no few of them either 
[renewed laughter}],—everybody felt there that 
there was something wrong; that in a country 
of such tremendous energies among its people, 
with a soil 80 fertile, and with a 
bosom teeming with tne richest minerals 
in the world, that in this State of 
things would be impossible in the case of the 
poor laboring man if his wages were what they 
ought to be. [Cheers.] Every farmer felt that 
the Government was taking too large a part of 
his corn, his wheat, bis horses, his hogs—every- 
thing that his farm produced,—and leaving him 


at the end of the year with very | 


little more than a little bacon and corn 
meal. They came up and manifested their 
sense of their condition by the sufferings which 
each one told to his neighbor, including the 
manufacturing regions of the State. Mr. Allen 
then reverted to the result of the Ohio election, 
and claimed that the defeat of the Democratio 
party was due partly to the large sums 
of money brought into the State two 
weeks before the election and used for cor- 
ruption and bribery, and partly to the illegal 
colonization of voters by the Republican party. 
Mr. Allen spoke of the currency question, and 
claimed that the promise of better times made 
by the dominant party was simply a political de- 
vice to catch votes, and said that a contraction 
of the currency simply meant a contraction of 
the workingman’s stomach. He was frequently 
interrupted during the address by cheers and 
laughter. 

He was followed by the Hon. James H. Hop- 
kins, who made a very brilliant speech, eliciting 
a good deal of applause. 

State Senator Wood also addrossed the meet- 


ing. 

Gov. Allen was requested to speak at several 
other points in Western Pennsyivania, and 
would bave accepted but was this evening re- 
called to Columbus, lms presence there being re- 
quired for official businees on the constitutional 
vote, aod it is understood that Gen. Cary will 
continue the canvass im his stead.

THE INTENT OF THE COMMISSION. 
The interpretation thus given to the report by 
ope of the members of the Commission was pre- 
sumed to be the concurrent opinion of the other 
members of the Commission. Upon this con- 
clusion the Supervising Architect acted, and he 
drafted his instructions to Hannaford strictly in 
accordance with the interpretation ove by the 
member of the Commission. This intepretation 
was that the concrete was to be reinforced so as 
to increase its bearing strength. It appears, on 
the other hand, that the majority of the Com- 
mission recommended the change in the con- 
crete only to resist the upward pressure.

Secretary Bristow will call upon the members of 


the Commission for a formal written statement 
of their views upon the question of concrete, 
and the foundation in particular. Architect 
Potter may not give any new orders until an au- 
thoritative expression of opiniog from the last 
Commission is obtained. 

It can be stated that the dispatch published in 

purporting to have been sent by J. 
Russell Jones to Secretary Bristow was not re- 
ceived by Bristow. A much longer dispatch of 
similar import was received, but no such dis- 
patch as that published was received here. It 
still seems probable that Burling will be offered 
the position of Superintendent. At the time the 
instructions of Hannaford were drafted the re- 
port of the last Commission had not been printed, 
and the details of its deliberations were not 
known. The Superintending-Architect has had 
no communication with William Sooy Smith 
upon the subject of carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the last Government Commission.

OUR CANADIAN NEIGHBORS. 

Yesterday we printed an account of the 
progress of the work on the enlargement of 
the Welland Canal and the canals of the St. 
Lawrence. The work is thorgamphly under 
way, and, when completed, will be one of the 
few great works of modern utity. 

The Welland Canal, when completed, will 
be 26} miles long, and one.balf of it will be 
of entirely new construcfion. It will cost 
$10,000,000. The St. lawrence Canal is to 
be also enlarged, to correspond with the Wel- 
land, and will cost between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000. The grain of the Western States 


New York, 90,000,000 bushels ; 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, 72,000,- 
000 bushels. Forty-four per cent of that 
trade has already been diverted from New 
York. It is remarkable, however, that of the 
trade going to New York the proportion sent 
by canal is annually getting less. Great 
bodies of grain sent forward by lake 
are put on cars at Buffalo and sent to New 
York, The inadequacy of the canal, the 
wasteful expenditures and glarmg robberies 
of the canal fund, are notorious. The State 
of New York has drawn a surplus revenue of 
nearly fifty millions of dollars from the Erie 
Canal, besides probably one-half as much 
more that has been stolen, but has never had 
a dollar to spend upon the enlargement of 
the capacity of the canal, which is now about 
the same that it was tweety years ago. In 
the meantime the great West has sought and 
established permanent outlets to the ocean. 
Experience has shown, however, that the 
cheapest, most direct, and in all respects 
best mode of transportation is by water. 
There wag a time when it was riot possible to 
hold the crop of one season over until the 
following spring, and hence th sre was a terri- 
ble rush to dispatch everything forward be- 
fore the close of navigation. That time no 
longer exists. Chicago can 10 hold all the 
grain in store within this city, and at points 
within a wide circle beyond, until such time 
as prices justify and freight:s decline. 

The people of Canada nc step in and pro- 
pose to furnish ample water transportation 
from Chicago to Montreal. At Montreal there 
are lines of twenty or more ocean steamers ply- 
ing between that poin and Glasgow and 
Liverpool. The transpertation and handling 
of grain is direct and simple. The grain 
shipped on propellers im Chicago is elevated 
directly into the ocean steamship. The 


-charges for hwadling, lighternge, dockage, 


brokerage, and, transshipment in New York 
are all avoided; the tolls and freight on the 
Erie Canal sre avoided,—-the grain being de- 
livered on the steamship at Montreal in about 
the same time that it can be transferred to 
the camal-boat at Buffalo, and the canal-boat 
hauled, out into the canal prepera- 
tory to its ten days’ voyage. Montreal 
will offer the com:iderations of time and 
cheap freight. Mare than all, Montreal will 
be a purchaser. It will purchase in Chicago 


all the grain awd provisions that will go by 
that route. 


Drafts on Montreal are payable 
in Chicago. Shipments of grain from Chi- 
oo, except upon direct orders of purchase, 
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‘are no longer practiced, and the foreign mar- 
ket, whether it has grain forwarded by way 
of New York or not, has learned by ripe ex- 
perience that the safer way to get what it 
buys is to purchase direct in Chicago. The 
people of Caneda are fully alive to this 
change in the export trade, and have readily 
entered upon this expenditure of twelve or 
fifteen millions of dollars to grasp the whole 
lake trade, and we cam see no reason why 
they may not get it. 

That the people of Canada have the means 
and enterprise to accomplish this great work 
is a commentary on their wisdom and suc- 
cess. The entire Dominion has less popula- 
tion than the States of Illinois and Michigan. 
They have a rigorous climate. They have an 
extended coast, and comparatively an expen- 
sive Government. But they have wise finan- 
cial and revenue systems. They have a tariff 


per cent; they refrain from taxing the 
industry and production of the people to 
the last dollar as we do. The people are left 
free to purchase where they can buy cheap- 
est, and to sell where they can get the most 
for their products. They do business on a 
specie basis. The population is small, and 
scattered over a vast extent of territory ; and 
if there ever were a people so ciroumstanced 
as to stand in need of abundant money and 
** cheap money,” or a paper currency to de- 
velop the resources of the country,” the Ca- 
nadians are that people. But they have been 
too wise for that. They have for half a cen- 
tury defied financial storms and calami- 
ties, and have adhered to specie values. As 
m result, they have prospered, and as a peo- 
ple they are wealthy. They have an abun- 
dance of capital, and a credit that is unlim- 
ited. This expenditure of twelve to fifteen 
millions to secure the trade of the Northwest 
Is but a small item, destined to be returned a 
thousand-fold, and destined to make Mon- 
treal one of the leading commercial cities of 
America. While the United States, with 
forty-four millions of people, and rich in 
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bring, there is not a petty bank in all Canada 
whose notes are not werth from 14 to 16 cents 
on the dollar more than the notes of the 
United States, ‘‘secured by the faith and re- 
sources of the nation.” Under the wise 
policies Of a low tariff and sound money, 
this comparative handful of people on our 
border are building up a commerve and a trade, 
and accumulating wealth and power, while 
we are gravely discussing whether we shall 
return to honest money and honest payment 
of debts, or shall flood the country with non- 
exportable money, and force the Government 
into bankruptcy and ruin. 


THE JEFFERSONIAN COUNTY CONVENTION 
The Jeffersonian Club, for the first time in 


its history, has an opportunity to show the 
stuff of which it is made, and to satisfy the 
people of this city as to the honesty of its 
intentions. Heretofore the Clab has con- 
fined itself to general statements of princi- 
ples. They advocate purity in politics, hon- 
est elections and honest officeholders, oppo- 
sition to rings and corruption, and in general 
a condition of politics which, if secured, will 
advance the country wary far towards purity 
of Government.

THE BALLOT-BOXES ARE To BE STUFFED. 

The Devil-Fish party has made a final an- 
nouncement, through its representatives in 
the County Board, that it is prepared to stuff 
the ballot-boxes, if that c:surse shall be neces- 
sary to secure the success of the Devil-Fish 
ticket at the approaching election. The 
Committee on Public Services, which con- 
sists of Conty, MoCaywrrey, Scumrpr, Car- 
ROLL, and JOHNSON, ard which has charge of 
the matter, again refused yesterday, and this 
time absolutely, to rnmke any changes in the 
packed list of election judges already selected. 
That is, they refuse to permit the Repub- 
licans one represeratative at each voting pre- 
cinct. In other vrords, they are determined 
that the judges chall all be men who are in- 
terested in the ‘success of the Hrsmo ticket, 
and that they shall not be hampered in mak- 
ing up the re curns by any persons who might 
be inclined to expose villainy or insist upon 
a fair vote and an honest count. 

Every «me of the County Commissioners 
refusing a Republican representation on the 
election boards is a member of the Oppo- 
sition (Hs) party. Four of the number 
—Cowix, McCarrney, Carnot, and Jomn- 
sToxN—are among those whom Mr. Hxsine 
has denounced in the Staats-Zeitung as mem- 
bers of a corrupt ring. One of them—Con- 
ty—is a candidate for re-election to the 
Board on the Hesre ticket. All are inter- 
ested in maintaining intact the present con- 
trol of the county finances and the rascally 
county contracts. They are prepared to 
adopt the most desperate measures to this 
end. No other comstruction can be placed 
upon this absolute refusal to appoint one Re- 
publican judge out of three at each of the 
— 0 whether there has ever 
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advance of the purpose of currupting the 
ballot-boxes. Mr. Hesina, the leading can- 
didate on the Opposition ticket, is responsi- 
ble to this extent,—his influence would have 
induced the Commissioners to act fairly in 
the matter; the fact that they have not so 
acted is an evidence that his influence has 
not been employed to that end. 

Even the Jeffersonian Club, which is a 
Democratic organization, and just as much in 
opposition to the Republican party as the 
Hesixe coalition, recognized the justice of 
the Republican demand, and passed a resolu- 
tion calling upon the County Board to eccede 
to it. The Jeffersonians should repeat this 
resolution in the Convention which they hold 
to-day. It may not have any effect in chang- 
ing the intention so plainly and unblushingly 
confessed, but it will clear the skirts of the 
Jeffersonian Democrats from any complica- 
tion in the infamous scheme. Itis to the 
interest of all honest voters, whether Repub- 
licans or Democrats, that the purity of the 
ballot-boxes shall be preserved, and no organi- 
zation that hopes to live and succeed can 
afford to abide by the public declaration to 
refuse their opponents an opportunity of 
watching to see that the ballot-boxes are not 
stuffed. 

The efforts of the Republicans to prevent 
the stuffing of the ballot-boxes next Tuesday 
should not stop here. They have now full 
warning that the attempt will be made, and 
they must resort to every measure at their 
command toprevent it. They mustselect with 
particular care two Republican challengers at 
each precinct, one of whom at least is en- 
titled to admission inside the voting-place, 
and to remain with the judges until the votes 
are all counted and the result declares. 
These challengers must be men of sufficient 
physical endurance to remain in sight of che 
boxes from the opening of the polls till the 
vote is counted; of sufficient devotion 
to the cause of honesty in elections not 
to desert their post; of sufficient sa- 
gacity not to be entieed from their 
duty by any strategy; and of sufficient per- 
sonal bravery to resist the threats of vichence 
that may be made against them. The Devil- 
Fish party will have their roughs, loafers, 
and jail-birds on hand to exercise a terrorism 
over the Republican challengers. There will 
be attempts to induce the challengers to go 
off to drink, to get something to eat, or to ac- 
cept bribes. The Republicans must be pre- 
pared against every device, and to protect 
their challengers at all hazards. 

While challengers should be appointed for 
every precinct, the best, strongest, bravest, 
and most faithful men should be selected for 
the First, Second, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Eighteenth, and Twentieth Wards, where, 
judging from the past, the frauds will 
be the greatest. The Republicans must 
also be vigilant that the efforts at 
repeating and stuffing be not concentrated in 
some other ward in order to catch them off 
their guard. This is a serious matter. Two 
successive elections in this city have been 
carried by repeating and ballot-box stuffing, 
viz.: the last town election and the charter 
election. If now the same practices shall be 
permitted at a general election, it will be next 
to impossible ever again to restore the purity 
of elections in Chicago. The rernarkable Su- 
preme Court decision in the charter case has 
tanght the people that irregalarities and 
frauds count for nothing in themselves, un- 
less it can be proved that the number of 
illegal votes is large enough tw change the 
result. The Republicans, forewarned that 
frauds are contemplated, mast now avail 
themselves of all the aids furnished them by 
jaw, by experience, and by their own re- 
sources, to keep track of these frauds as the 
only hope for a remedy. 


MOODY AND SANKEY IN BROOKLYN. 
A popular religious revival cannot be sub- 


jected to any philosophical criticism. It is 
not intended for philosophers and does not 
reach them. If the student of social science 
enters into them, it is simply for the purpose 
of viewing the human emotions under power- 
ful excitement, for his own information and 
that of the class to which he belongs. But 
he can no more reach the enthusiasts who 
either lead or follow than they can reach 
him,—in fact, not nearly so well, for his 
methods are cold and analytic, theirs spon- 
taneous and magnetic. The philosopher is 
more likely to be betrayed into the enthu- 
siasm that grows out of human emotion than 
the emotionalist is to be led back into the 
quiet, calculating, and scientific contempla- 
tion of the emotions. There is a very gen- 
eral predilection among the human race to 
excitement of all kinds. Stimulation or 
excitation of any kind,—working upon the 
nerves, the imagination, patriotism, religion, 
or any of the strong sentiments and affections 
of the human constitution,—is sure to find a 
large constituency. Great and sweeping tem- 
perance movements, like the Father 
Marnzw pledge in Ireland, or the woman's 
crusade in Ohio, resort to a stimulant to take 
the place of the drink they ask people to 
abandon. As a man may wean himself from 
tobacco or brandy, so the craving for brandy 
may be supplied, for a time at least, by some 
intense emotion or devotion. 

The scene in Brooklyn last Sunday was a 
new and striking illustration of the general 
susceptibility to human magnetism; and it 
was a novel demonstration in that it proved 
this magnetism does not need actual contact 
nor direct personal influence. In this case, 
the fame of what Messrs. Moopy and SaxxIT 
had already accomplished was sufficient to 
kindle the fire. It attracted a vast crowd, 
variously estimated at from 20,000 to 30,000 
people, prepared to create its own enthu- 
siasm. The thousands that remained out- 
side, and heard neither Mr. Moopy’s exciting 
exhortations nor Mr. Sanxey’s heavenly hymns, 
partook of the revival with apparently as much 
fervor as those who gained admission to the 
rink. The thousands inside did not wait for 
the excitation of Moopy’s voice and Sanxgey’s 
song, but began their responses when Dr. 
Bup maro prayed, though the latter is de- 
scribed as a man of celd temperament and 
devoid of personal magnetism. The first 
flames of the revival were kindled by the 
thorough advertising the movement had re- 
ceived from Messrs. Moopy and Sanxey’s 
success in England. The blaze once kindled, 
the crowd itself was like a wooden city on 
fire, which increases the rush of wind which 
consumes it. The magnetism of a vast crowd 
has been noticed by everybody in public 
gatherings at the theatre or the opera, or for 
political purposes. When it is remembered 
that no emotion is so powerful as religious 
enthusiasm, and that rarely so great a mass 
of human beings is collected as at Brooklyn 
last Sunday, it may well be conceived that, 
had Moopy and Saxxrr been less than Moopr 
and Saxxxx, their success was already as- 
sured. 

We wish we could anticipate a more gen- 
eral and lasting improvement in the public 
morals, by reason of this revival, than ob- 
servation has tanght us to credit to revivals 
| generally. Certalnly there is io community 
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in this country in greater need of such im- 
provement than Brooklyn. It is only re- 
cently that it was familiarized with vice by 
the nursing of the greatest social scandal of 
the nineteenth century. Though known as 
the City of Churches,” it has had more 
than its proportion of clerical scandals within 
the past few years. It has also been under 
the sway of one of the most corrupt and ag- 
lrressi ve political rings ever organized. The 
Brooklyn people are sorely in need of a 
revival in morals, manners, customs, and 
polities. We hope that Messrs. Moopy and 
'SaNKEY may bring it to them, though mere 
cumotional ejaculations and a woman stripping 
her clothes from her body in a religious 
irenzy are not the most trustworthy signs 
of such a result. However, we do 
not doubt that Moopy and Sanxey are 
thoroughly sincere in their purpose, and com- 
hined earnestness and honesty may furnish 
Drecept and example that will be of benefit 
to the Brooklynites. If honesty and morality 
‘were as contegious as the emotions in Brook- 
lyn, this revival would indeed lead to a reform 
of gigantic dimensions and far-reaching in- 
Zuence. 


THE PENSIONS WE PAY. 
The Commissioner of Pensions, Mr. H. 


V. Arxrnson, has submitted his report for 
the year ending June 30, 1874. Tue T- 
vnn has already published an abstract of it. 
We group its salient points here. 

The number of invalid soldiers in receipt 
of pensions is 105,478. The aggregate sum 
paid them is about $11,000,000,—an increase 
of nearly a million dollars since last year. 
The widows, minor children, and dependent 
relatives of dead soldiers, muster 104,887 
strong, and are paid $13,000,000 a year. 
This is a decrease of $500,000 within the 
twelvemonth. On June 30, 1874, there were 
17,620 survivors of the War of 1812. More 
than 11 percent of them died during the year. 
There are still 15,875, who get between them 
$1,500,000. The widows of soldiers in this 
war aggregate 5,163, and have an income of 
$500,000 from a ‘‘ grateful country.” The 
pension-rolls of the navy are comparatively 
small. There are 1,636 navy invalids” and 
1,784 navy widows.” The first get 8183, 
000 and the second $290,000. The last 
soldier of the Revolution has died. At least, 
no survivor of the armies which made the 
United States possible is borne on the 
peusion-rolls of the Republic. There are, 
however, 379 widows of old Continentals. 
Thirteen of these widows were married before 
1800 ; the other 366 were wooed and won more 
recently. The pension-roll contains, in all, 
234,821 names, a decrease of 1,420 within the 
year. Recent legislation has steadily in- 
créased the average pension. The army in- 
valid got, in 1871, $89 ; n 1872, $90 ; in 1873, 
$96; in 1874, $98; and in 1875, $104. The 
appropriations for the year covered by this re- 
port were $29,500,000 for army pensions and 
$555,000 for navy. Neither of these amounts 
was fully expended, The combined balance 
—nearly $375,000—has been turned into the 
Treasury. An enormous number of claims 
are now pending before the Commissioner. 
They are reckoned by the thousand, and new 
ones come in faster than the old can be 
passed upon. It is a curious fact 
that the United States is practically pay- 
ing a large number of women for leading 
immoral lives. Widows forfeit their pen- 
sions by remarriage. The result is that many 
of them are living in concubinage, for the 
sake of retaining their annual stipends. 
Commissioner ATKINSON recommends that 
pensions to widows shall cease on proof of 
their practical remarriage. The other rec- 
ommendations all tend one way, and that an 
expensive way. Mr. ATxinson wants sixty 
salaried surgeons, though he thinks he can 
save more than enough to pay them by 
dismissing most of the 219 doctors who now 
examine applicants and receive the legal fees 
therefor. He also wants thirty special 
agents. These favored sons of fortune are 
to receive an annual salary and a daily 
allowance. and traveling expenses. By 
some strange omission, the necessity of 
voting them an additional allowance 
for cigars and drinks and a daily 
paper is not urged. Then he wishes twenty 
new clerks, four new watchmen, and four 
new ‘‘assistant messengers.” It must be 
hard work to assist a messenger. And he 
wants to raise the salaries of some of 
his clerks. The expediency of all these 
things is doubtful, though they may be neces- 
sary. The Commissioner is quite in the 
right, however, when he urges Congress to 
provide a fire-proof building for the records 
of the Pension Bureau, and to authorize him 
to post printed lists of pensioners in each 
country town, in order that persons who are 
shamming sickness or otherwise imposing 
upon the Bureau may be detected. 


THE MEN OF THE CENTENNIAL. 

Prisoners sometimes while away the monot- 
ony of their leisure-time by whittling or 
carving from one piece of wood a long line 
of interlinked rings, sliding into and out of 
each other in a puzzling way, and all firmly 
connected. Men who onght to be prisoners 
have constructed rings of this sort, made of 
men instead of wood, which coverthe surface 
of Pennsylvania. It has come to pass that 
Pennsylvania politician” is a term of re- 
proach. . It means, in common parlance, a 
trickster, a man who follows politics as a 
trade, a schemer whose chief principle is that 
of self-interest. 

When the Centennial Exposition was first 
located in Philadelphia, there was a general 
feeling that the money contributed to it 
would be misused. People remembered the 
characteristics of Brotherly-Love politics and 
politicians, and were lothto put money in the 
hands of any Board or Commission which had 
its headquarters m Philadelphia. Distrust 
like this caused the apathy that marked the 
early history of the Centennial agitation. 
The suspicion still lingers. It is, we believe, 
unjust. The persons who will. handle 
the money are not the creatures of the 
grog-shop and the gutter who direct 
politics in Pennsylvania. They belong 
to the class which is tabooed in the politics of 
that State. They arerespectable. The Pres- 
ident of the Board of Finance, Mr. Jon 
WLan, is known as a gentleman of spotless 
repute, whose only weakness is that of writ- 
ing multitudinous and voluminous letters, 
which are duly published in the Philadelphia 
papers, and make the latter even more unin- 
teresting than usual. On the whole, the 
chances are that the financial management of 
the Centennial will be honest. The men in- 
trusted with it are not the men who manage 
the politics of that State.

BAVARIA. 
THE ADDRESS OF THE ULTRAMONTANE MAJORITY 
IN PARLIAMENT. 

Brau, Oct. 10.—The Address Committee of 
the Bavarian Parliament have passed a draft 
address with a majority of 8 to 7. In this ad- 
dress they refer to the new German institution, 
complaining thet the Bavarian Cabinet are hand- 
ing over one prerogative of the Crown after 
the other to the German Empire, which, they 
say, is far from representing the real interests 
of allGermans. They hope that the Cabinet, 
who have done all in their power to influence the 
elections, will be induced to resign now that the 
Ultramontanes have secured a majority of ons 
or two in the next House. 

This address will 


. probably be passed 
by a majority of one, the minority be- 
ing Liberais of diametrically oppo- 
site opinions, the Ultramontanes representing 
the lower clasees, while the King, Government, 
army, bureaucracy, and the upper classes gen- 
erally, side with the Empire. The proceedings 
of the Ultramontaues must be entirely ineffectu- 
al, even if the relations between Bavaria and the 
Imperial authorities were not reguiated by laws 
and treaties unaffected by the politics of any 
Munich Cabinet. As it is, the principal mem- 
bers of the existing Bavarian Cabinet will ro- 
main, the storm being sure to result, as usual, in 
a defeat of the Ultramontanes.

MARSHAL MACMAHON AND THE NEW FRENCH CAB- 
DINAL. 

Paris, Oct. 10.—Yesterday Marshal MacMahon 
invested Cardinal Brossais Saint Marc, Archbish- 
of Rennes, with the Cardinai’s berretta in the 
chapel of the Elysee. At half-past 10 the Pres- 
ident received Monsignor Taliani, the Papal 
Ablegate, and Count Folicaidi, of the 
Noble Guard, who brought the berret- 
ta. Monsignor Taliani addressed a 
Latin allocution to Marshal MacMahon. 
The Ablegate concluded by wishing every pros- 
perity to France and to the Marshal, who com- 
plimented him on having been chosen for the 
mission. The Marshal and his bousehold, 
the new Cardinal, the Papal Nupcio and Dele- 
gate, and the Ministers present then went 
to the chapel, where Low Mass was 
said by the Cure of the Madeleine. The 
Ablegate, after reading his Brief, gave the ber- 
reta to the Marshal, who placed it upon the 
Archbishop's head. After the ceremony was 
ended, the new Cardinal addressed the Marshal 
and thanked him for presiding at the investi- 
ture, a fact which, be said, testified to the good 
relation existing between the Pope and Franoe.

There is youth, temperament, curiosity, ennui, love 
of pleasure, libertinism, opportunity, aud. above all, 
the most werful argument, the most redoubtabie 
auxiliary, impunity for man. As to love, there is but 
n semblance of it. It marries a woman when she is 
free, it reapects ber when she is not. Ali that between 
man and woman assumes any other form than this is 
not love. 

M. Dumas then goes on to eay that such af- 
fairs arise from the ignorance of young girls. 
They do not know what they are doing, and not 
to put them on their guard is une manie bien 
curieuse.” A young girl should be taught the 
position of the sexes. The lady who is said to 
have informed M. Marambot of bis daughter's 
condition was quite right, for Jeanne might have 
been made an honest woman. But,“ says M. 
Dumas, 1 understand that a husband 
should not be warned in such cases. I even ad- 
vise it. The endof M. Marambot’s trial,” be 
continued, is not to be doubted. He will be 
unanimously acquitted amid the applause of the 
whole court. I should not be surprised if out- 
side the court there ehould be one of 
those demonstrations of which Paris, the 
town capable of everything, 
is capable.” M. then cites 
the acquittal of Madame de Jeufosse, who 
had a man killed by her gardener for saying that 
he enjoyed the favors of Mile. de Jeufosse ; of 
M. Patry, who shot his wife's lover; of a peas- 
ant, who shot his daughter's seducer. The ac- 
quittals are the logical punishment of the law, 
which, doing nothing to prevent the fault, is 
obliged to condone the crime. Is there,” asks 
M. Dumas, any way of preventing seductions, 
desertions,crimes, scandals, and acquittals ? Yes. 
he answers, by the law, and then by a series of 
arguments which 1 do not reproduce, he urges 
that the virgin purity of a young girl is prop- 
erty, capital, andthatany man who infringes 
this right of property ought to be punished by 
heavy fines and damages or by imprisonment ex- 
tending from two to ten years. If any child be 
born, it should by right receive the name of 
the father and be endowed by law with 
a certain sum paid by the father. Let the 
law declare that all bastards should be protected 
and reared by the State as some sort of compen- 
sation for the wrong done by their parentage. 
M. Dumas cites Hercules, Ishmael, Jephthah, 
Archleaus, Romulus, Themistocles, Jugartha, 
Tancred, Charles Marte), Boccaccio, Leonardo da 
Vinci, Peter Farnese, Erastus Vendome, Clement 
VII.. Marshal Berwick, Marahal Saxe, D' Alembert, 
Champfort, Championnet, and Jacques Delulle as 
proofs of the talents of illegitimate children. In 
short, two proposals are made by M. Dumas— 
first, that seducers should be heavily punished ; 
secondly, that illegitimate children be raised by 
virtue of their worth to social position. But 
what is remarkable about M Dumas’ letter is 
not the theories broached or bis own peculiar 
style, it is the fact that re himself, the 
author of ‘“L’Homme Femme,” the de- 
claimer against vice and the would-be ori- 
ginator of energetic measures for its suppres- 
sion, is the very man who has, perhaps, con- 
tributed the most to the demoralization of his 
country by his writings; be it is who has pre- 
sented gilded vice in the light of injured virtue, 
and exalted his fallen heroines above pure 
wives and mothers, till now there are 
many French people who associate our 
own countrymen with pruderie Anglaise, and 
eneer at nglish home life while read- 
ing La Dame aux Camelias,” or Le Demi- 
Monde.” In his letter of to-day M. Dumas 
says he waits for better proposals on the sub- 
ject about which he writes. He allows that he 
may be considered mad or immoral. It would be 
bad policy to contradict him, for there can be, I 
think, but little doubt that a n 
who even now is drawing large sums 
from writings of a debasing character 
will not easily come to be looked u either as 
& censor morum or the reforming Draco of the 
French law. M. Dumas may be mourning his 
past follies in the sackcloth and ashes of moral 
pamphileteeriog, but there is a suspicious strain- 
ing after sensational effect in these popular dis- 
courses which will not persuade his audience that 
the tinsel of the transformation seng in real 
gold.

RELATIONS BETWEEN SPAIN AND THE UNITED 
STATES. 
New York Heraid, Oct, 24. 

The readers of the Heraid will remember that 
a couple of weeks ago it published an extract 
from Le Memorial Dipiomatique, of Paris, mak- 
ing aliusion to a note on the subject of belliger- 
ent rights for Cuba, said to have been pass- 
ed by Minister Cushing to the Madrid Cabi- 
net. There appears to have been every 
ground for believing tbe truth of the 
report, in spite of the contradiction 
from Washington on the subjoct, recently pub- 
lished in the New York press. In terday’s 
Herald there appeared, under the head of 
Washington Correspondence,” an article on 
the significant concentration of United States 
war vessels on the North Atlantic station. The 
goneral impression at Washington is that an im- 
portant movement in Cuban affairs is imminent. 
The following is what has been published by the 
Madrid papers on the subject: 

Zi Diario Espanol, a political journal of good 
standing, published under date Sept. 20, con- 
tains the following: Political circles have been 
much exercised this evening with the discussion 
of a note, said to have been sent to Senor Alcala 
Galiano, Secretary of State, by the Plenipoten- 
tiary Minister of the United ‘States, Mr. Caleb 
Cushing, with reference to affairs in the Island 
of Cuba. According to all sources of information 
said note was sent previous to the resignation of 
Senor Alcala Galiano, and considered in Cabinet 
council before the Viscount del Ponton should 
take charge of the Department of State.” 

El Pabeilon Nacional says: Such intelli- 
gence is of too grave a character to be left with- 
out further explanation, and the Cabinet organe 
are hereby called apon to enlighten the country 
as to what are the pretensions now entertained 
by the United States Government regarding our 
transatlantic affairs.”

TO BE HANGED.

Joist, III., Oct. 25.—The testimony in the 
Jacobs wife-murder case, which has been on 
trial in the Will County Cirenit Court since 
Tuesday last, closed abruptly on Saturday, the 
defense introducing only one witness,a son of 
the accused, whose evidence developed nothing 
favorable to Jacobs. Saturday afternoon and 
evening were occupied by the counsel on either 
side in summing up. State's-Attorney Hagar 
presented the law and evidence tothe jury in 
a clear aod forcible manner. Messers. 
Munn and Parker, for the defense, 
did the best they could with a bad case; 
Maj. Munu's speech in particular, being an able 
effort, indicating that he was doing all in his 
power to save hia client. J. R. Flanders, Esq., 
for the prosecution, made the closing speech, 
which was an eloguept and unanswerable argu- 
ment. He carefully analyzed the evidence, all 
circumstantial, taking up each link separately, 
until the whole presented one unbroken chain, 
eo strong and convincing as to convince the most 
Skeptical of the prisoner's guilt. At half-pest 9 
o'clock p. m. the Court instructed the jury, in- 
forming them that it they agreed before 
8 o'clock Monday morning to sign and 
seal their verdict. A verdict was reached in 
less than four hours, there being no question as 
to the guilt of the accused, and but little differ- 
ence of opinion as to the punishment. Prompt- 
ly at 8 o’clock this morning the Court opened, 
and Judge McRoberts read tue following ver- 
diet: We, the jury. find the defendaas guilty, 
in manner and form as charged in the indict 
ment, aod fix as his punishment that he suffer 
death by banging.” 

The prisoner received the announcement of his 
awful doom with the same stolid calmness be 
manifested all through his trial. He turned a 
shade whiter, perhaps, but otherwise made no 
sign of emotion. The jury was then polled, and 
each answered, the question Was and is this 
your verdict ?” in the aflirmative. The prisoner 
was removed to jail to await bis sentence. The

Iowa FALL, Ia., Oct. 21.—On Sunday, Oct. 3. 
a resident of this place missed a buffalo robe 
and some other articles of no great value, under 
circumstances which led him to think his prem- 
ises had been visited by athief. Taking a neigh- 
bor, he set out on the trail, and at Mam's Grove, 
in Franklin County, overhauled a man 
and woman resting by a camp-fire. A 
search of the wagon revealed the stolen goods. 
Tue man, one A. J. Reed, escaped in the brush. 
The woman, after denying her real name for 
several days, confessed to being Mrs. Emily 
Pomeroy, of Boone County, who had been trav- 
eling with Reed under circumstances which tel! 
far more of her warmth of heart than of her boo- 
esty. Camping with these parties at the time 
of the arrest was 8. A. Holly, a young man 
formerly residing here, but latterly at Ackley. 
His presence there excited some suspicion, but 
would bave soon been forgotten had he not on 
the following day appeared in the court-room 
and clandestinely passed a letter to the woman 
Pomeroy, Ihe movement was detected and the 
letter demanded, whereupon Mrs. P. took the letter 
from its hiding-place in her besom, tore it in 
pieces and attem to thrust it in the stove. 
The fragments being secured and carefully past- 
ed together disclosed a letter from con- 
tainiug information which has resulted in the 
exposure of one of the most extensive and 
well-organized bands of horse-thieves and 
outlaws which lowa has known for many 
years. Holly was at once arrested, and after 
much dodging and equivocation, his fears got 
the better of him and he owned up like a little 
man. Warrants were issued for J. Reed, E. 
B. Chaney, of Ackley, Charles Peck and Sylves- 
ter Nott, of Hamilton County. aod Nathan 
Inompson and Nathan Rainsbarger, of Hardin, 
all of whom, except Reed and Ramsbarger, were 
soon in durance vile. On preliminary 
examination Chaney, Holly, Peck, Nott, Thomp- 
son, and Mrs. Pomeroy were held to answer. 
Chaney made desperate resistance. his trial oc- 
capying several days. The evidence clearly dis- 
closed the fact that be has for several years 
been acting as depository of the gang at Ackley, 
receiving stolen property aod destroying its 
identity as far posible, and selling and trading 
the same to innocent parties. 

The man Reed is a dangerous character, and 
vigorous measures should be instituted for his 
capture. He has already served one term in the 
Penitentiary, and owes the law-abiding world no 
good will. He is the master-spirit of a ex- 
tending from Kausas to Minnesota. His head- 
ray appear to have been at Kansas City, Des 

oines, Adel, Boone, Ackley, Nortu wood, Welle, 
and other points along the line. He seems to 
have been making regular trips over 
this route every summer for several years, 
taking horses and other property in 
both directions, apd leaving them with 
his partners to be disposed of at safe 
distances from their unfortunate owners. Some 
six or eight valuable borses and mules have a- 
ready been recovered io this vicinity ; two have 
been found at Northwood, while others are su 
posed to be sufely stowed away 
the quiet nooks of Missouri and Kan- 
sas. Much feeling is manifested here,

MOODY'S BROOKLYN CAMPAIGN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Tonk, Oct. 25.—The final. arrangements 
have been made for transforming Gilmore's 
Concert Garden, formerly Baruum's Hippo- 
drome, into a revival temple, where the evangel- 
lists, Moody and Sankey, will conduct their ser- 
vices soon after the’ opening of the new year. 
Sheridan Shook has obtained a year’s lease of 
the building from Commodore Vanderbilt, who 
acts for the owners, the New York 4 Harlem 
Railroad Company. The operations for the 
conversion of the building into the proper form 
for revival servicesar e under the charge of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. A committee 
of the Association are to have charge of the buiid- 
ing for three months, commencing Jan. I, if the 
interest in the meetings warrants their continu- 
ance for that space of time. It is thought that the 
building can be 80 arrauged as to seat from 8,000 
to 10,000 people. Partitions will be erected for 
the purpose of improving the acoustics of the 
vast building. Ihe building covers an area of 2 
acres. 

The prayer-meeting at Dr. Talmage’s church, 
in Brooklyn, to-day, was largely attended, every 
sitting in the tabernacle, which will seat 5,000 
persons, being occupied. The meeting was un- 
der the charge of ‘Moody and Sankey, 
being the fret of a series of morn- 
ing services ito be held during their 
stay in Brooklyn. A large number of clergy- 
men of different denominations atiended the 
meeting, but pone occupied the pulpit except 
the two revivalirtse. The services throughout 
were characterized by the intense feeling which 
manifested itself so strongly at the monster 
demonstration of Sunday. Fervent responses 
came from many lips, aod a hearty sympathy 
with the evangelists was noticeable. At about 
8 o'clock Mr. Moody ascended the platform 
alone, Mr. Sankey not appearing until the sing- 
ing of the first bymn was almost concluded. As 
the last verse of the hymn “Sweet 
hour of prayer” being sung, 
Mr. Sankey entered and hus 
seat at the harmonium. Another hymn was 
then suog, aud Mr. Moody, after reading a por- 
tion of Scripture, addressed the assembly. 

Dr. Talmage said that at the regular meeting 
in his church last evening 300 persons arose for 
religious inquiry. Clergymen noted this as a 
very remarkabie instance of the religious spirit 
which is now becoming so prominent in Brook- 
lyn. 
The attendance to-day at the regular weekly 
meeting of Methodist preachers was large. The 
subject of e revival among the members of that 
denomination was freely discussed, and many 
remarks of sympathy were made to the work of 
Moody and v. 

Mr. Moody said to-day that he never hada 
more encouraging outlook wiih any of his 
initial meetings than with the one beld in brook- 
lyn yesterday. The prayer-meeting this moru- 
ing was more than he could bave expected. He 
said that there was a church in Chicago, in course 
of erection. and he had been invited to be pres- 
ent at the dedication about Jau. 1. He would 
accept the invitation if u was completed at that 
tume. 

The Universaliste, who were not taken into 
consideration in the preparations for Moody and 
Senkey, will begin a revival of their own, this 
evening, in the Clermont Avenue Church, 
Brooklyn. 

New Tonk. Oct. 25. Moody and JSankey held 
forth to an immense audience at the Brooklyn 
Rink to-night. 


PROTESTANT MISSIONS. 

New Tonk, Oct. 25.—The fortieth anoual 
meeting of the Board of Missious of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church was begun to-day in 
St. Aun's Church, with the Rev. Samuel C. Mo- 
Coskery, Bishop of Michigan, presiding. The 
meeting was opened with prayer and the ad- 
ministration of the communion by Bishop Mc- 
Coskery and Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Drs. Eaton and Gailandel. 
There were delegates present from almost every 
Diocese im the United States. ‘Tbe first of the 
annual reports read was that of the Domestic 
Committee, including that of the Indian Com- 
mission, which is in substance as follows: The 
missiopary year falling between October, 
1874, and Oct. 1875, bas been one of 
greater perity than at its beginning could be 
reasonably expected. Tbere has been an in- 
crease in receipts for the general work of nearly 
$14,000, and of a littie more than this amount 
for special purposes. The addition early in the 
year of four names to the list of domestic Mis- 
siopary. Bishops provided for by the General 
Convention in last is regarded as an 
advance of more than ordinary significance in 
the right direction. It is manifest that the call 
for more clergymen coming up from all parte of 
the country is not meeting with an ade- 

uate response, as there seems to be a 
ailing off in the number of young 
men offering themselves as candidates 
for holy orders, Various reasons for this are 
given, but the most influential are assumed to 
be that the elergy are not properly supported, 
which, by interpretation, meaos that the world 
pays better than Church. On the whole, it is 
believed that the general mission work was never 
in a more encouraging condition than at the 
present time, though the financial outlook for 
the coming year is less hopeful. The fourth 
annual report of the Indian Commission was 
read. The Commission is burdeved with a debt 
of over $2,000, caused by growth of the work. 
Contributions for church work among the In- 
dians are on the increase. and preparations are 
being made to extend it in the Indian and Wyo- 
ming Territories. The receipts for the year 
ending Sept. $0, 1875, were 850, 101. 

The report of the Foreign’ Commission was 
read. It states that the falling off in receipts 
during the past year bas been 80 serious as to 
cause embarrassment to the Commission. The 
receipts for the year were only $59,724. 

The report of the Commission of Missions to 
the Colored People shows that the property de- 
voted to the Southern branch of missionary work 
still increases, and work is progressing favor- 
ably.

PROF. SWING. 

Much taik has been induiged in and many 
opinions and suppositions have been advanced in 
regard to the course that will be taken by Prof 
Swing. The facts, as far as can be learned, are 
that no officia] notice of any action of the Synod, 
which met at Freeport last week, has been sent 
to the Session of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church of this city. The Ist of next January 
has been reported to be the day when Prof. 
Swing will sever bis connection with the church 
of which he is now the pastor. 

There is but little authority for this, but, as nd 
one has yet obtaimed the views of the Professor 
himself, itis hard to state what he will do.

HYDROCEANIC ACID AND WHISKY. 


A Terrible Tippie. 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat, 

Macox, Mo., Oct. 23.—The bodies of Dr. 
Sherman and Samuel Parker arrived Here last 
night about 11 o’clock. The mystery surround- 
ing their sudden taking of has not been pene- 
trated, and the case is ove of the strangest in the 
annals of the country. The facts im the tragedy are 
as follows: Dr. P. F. Sherman, proprietor of the 
‘Sherman Prickly Ash Bitters and other me- 
dicinal preparations, having business at Bevier, 
urged Mr. Parker to accompany him to that vil- 
lage. They left this cityin a buggy about 11 
o'clock yesterday morning, and arrived at their 
destination shortly after noon. After ordering 
their dinner it was proposed that they should go 
and take a drink. vier being 9 temperance 
towu, minus any licensed dram-shops, the un- 
fortunate gentlemen  proceede to the 
drag store of A. W. Shanks, and made 
the object of their visit known to the pro- 
prietor, who was the only one present. Tet 
gentleman is said to have meplied that he sold no 
whiskp, but that be had a private temperance 
drink which he indulged in himself, and if they 
wanted some of that they could have it. All 
then went into a back room, where Mr. 
Shanks produced a black ale-bottle, from 
which he drank, and then handed it to 
the others. While Parker and Sherman were 
drinking, Mr. Shanks left forthe front store 
to attend upon a customer. Before he was 
through with the caller, Dr. Sherman and Mr. 
Parker passed out, but had not gone ten rods 
before both ü 

FELL DOWN AND EXPIRED 
a few minutes afterwards. They were carried 
into the drug store and every means used to ro- 
store consciousness, but Mithout avail. A jury 
was impaneled as quickly as practicable, aud 
while the ioquest was being held it was ascer- 
tained that the bottle trom which the trio had im- 
bibean was missing. It could not be found for 
some time, but was finally discovered in a room 
to the rear of the one in which the drinks were 
taken, and was identified by Mr. Shanks. The 
coutents of the bottle were analyzed by Drs. 
Shaw and Jackson, of Macon, and it was found 
to consist of bydrocyanic acid and whisky, the 
deadly poison being iu such proportion that sixty 
drops of the compound was sufficient to produce 
death. At the conclusion of the investigation 
the following verdict was rendered : 

„We, the jurv, after viewing the bodies and 
hearing the evidence, find that the deceased gen- 
tlemea came to their death by drinking from a 
bottle furnished them by A. W. Shanks.” 


— After the inquest had terminated, the bodies 


were placed in a wagon and brought to this city. 
Without further investigation, not even a 
post-mortem examination being held, the re- 
mains of Dr. Sherman were to-day forwarded 
to Chillicothe for burial, and those of Samuel 
Parker were interred in Oakwood Ceme- 
tery. The latter gentleman was well known 
throughout this section of the country, respect- 
ed on all sides, and highly connected. Dr. Sher- 
man had a wide-spread reputation throughout 
the State. 

Great excitement prevails in theeity at the un- 
satisfactory termination of the official investiga- 
tion, and great indignation is expressed at its 
not being more thorough. No post-mortem ex- 
amination being held, is severely commented 
on. Five or six sudden deaths have occurred 
in the county within the last six months.

Fearful Discovery in an Uneceu- 
pied House, 


Four Terribly-Mutilated Corpses of Hu- 


man Beings Found in the 
Cellar. 


The Dead Persons Identified as Having 
Belonged to a Band of Italian 
Musicians,

Two of Their Companions Missing, Who 
Are Supposed to Have Committed 
the Murders,

Yesterday morning word was brought to police 
headquarters, by Mr. N. M. Robinson, thats 
most offensive effluvia was issuing from a vacant 
house, No. 634 Lawrence street, to the annoy- 
ance of the whole neighborhood, and was becom- 
ing almost unendurable. 

Mayor Barker was at headquarters at the time, 
and instructed Officer Sherman, who was pres- 
ent, to proceed at once to the locality and abate 
the nuisance. The officer immediately went to 
the house designated, in company with Mr. Rob- 
inson. The house wasa one-story frame cot 
tage, painted brown, and containing three rooms 
on the first floor. It is situated in a reapeetable 
neighborhood, but, fer some reason, several 
neighboring cottages are unoccupied, 

A MOBRIBLE DISCOVERY. 

Upon Officer Sherman and Mr. Robinson en- 
tering the house, which was pot locked, they at 
once discovered blood upon the hall-floor and in 
a room to the lett of the ball, as they 
entered, A bloody path was plainly 
traced to the cellar trap-door, in the 
kitchen, and, upon opening the door, the stench 
was so horrible that they were obliged to retire. 
Procuring fire and deodorizing material, Officer 
Sherman went down into the cellar and saw the 
legs of two dead men protruding from under a 
heap of rubbish. Without making further in- 
vestigation at the time, he left Mr. Robinson in 
charge of the house, and promptly notified the 
Mayor and Coroner of the horrible discovery he 
had made. A harp and violin which lay piled 
upon the heap of rubbish in the cellar inturtively 
led Officer Sherman to think that a couple of 
the itinerant band of Italian musicians who had 
frequented the city had been murdered, and the 
Mayor immediately instructed the Chief of Po- 
lice to have the entire police force at once turned 
out that they might seek some dlew to the per- 
petrators of the murders. 

Surgeon Denison promptly impaneled a jury 
and went to the house where the bodies lay in 
the celiar, underneath the pile of rubbish. 

DRAGGING UP THE BODIES. 

As soon as the Coroner and jury bad arrived, 
stalwart men were found who cousented to per- 
torm the unpleasant duty of dragging up the 
bodies from out the cellar. Upon descendin 
the stairway, a most sickening, hideous sight 
met their view. In one corner of the dark cel- 
lar, under the stairway, was a heap of rubbish, 
consisting of bedding, old clothing, cooking 
utensils, chairs, musical instruments, traveling 
bags, and almost every article that had been in 
the house, and from underveath protruded the 
limbs of three mer instead of two, while the 
stench arising from the decomposed corpses was 
60 terrible as to be scarcely endured for more 
than two or three momentsatatime. A rake 
and fork were procured, the rubbish pulled off, 
and then, instead of two or even three corpses, 
the hornble sight presented itself of four muti- 
lated dead bodies, all piled in a heap together in 
an advanced —— of decomposition. Their 
bodies were swollen almost to bursting, and 
their faces were as black as though they had 
been negroes, while over all crawled swarms of 
filthy maggots. Amid the rubbish there were 
found no jess than five ugly-looking dirk-knives, 
three razors and a hatchet, ali stained with blood, 
giving unmistakable evidence of having heen 
the instruments in the bands of the murderers 
with which the bibody work was done. The bod- 
ies were brought out and laid side by side in one 
of the rooms. The features of the four man- 
gled corpses were blackened and disfigured be- 
youd the power of recognition, but the black 
whiskers and apparel of the oldest enabled those 
who had seen bim to recognize bim as Uncle 
Joe,” the bead of an itinerant band of Halian 
miustrels, who have for several months been 
performing upon the streets and in the saloons 
of the city. The other three bodies were recog- 
nized by the clothing upon them, as two sons 
and a cousin of the old man. 

HOW THEY WERE MURDERED. 

The bodies were terribly mutilated. The 
threat of edch was cut from ear to ear, while 
their bodies were slashed and stabbed in a borri- 
ble manner ebout the breasts, abdomens, shoul- 
ders, aod faces. The inference would seem to 
be that they were first stabbed to helplessness 
in a struggle, and that the murderers taen delib- 
erately cut the throats of their helpless victims. 
It is evident that the bloody deeds were com- 
mitted in the front room, oa the left of the hall, 
upon entermg the house. Two windows open 
from this room fronting upon the street, 
but they were covered with thick cotton cur- 
tains. Almost the entire floor of this room is 
thickly covered with blood, at which some at- 
tempt has been made to wash away. Yet there 
are few blood-stains upon the whitewashed 
walls of the room, as it would seem there should 
be if any desperate struggle ensued. This ap- 
pears somewhat singular and gives rise to the 
theory that the men were killed im their sleep 
by cutting their throats. Tho knives found are 
murderous-looking weapons, and plainly show 
by the blood-stains that they bed been driven 
to the hilt in the bodies of the victims. There 
were five knives found altogether ; four of them 
bear evidence of having been used. 

WHEN WERE THE MURDERS COMMITTED ? 

There is evidence that the murdered meu were 
abroad on Saturday night. There can no one be 
found who has seen them since. It appears that 
there were six in the party. The old man, only 
known as Uncle Joe ;” two sons, only known as 
** Little Joe” and Nie;“ and a cousin whose 
name no one seems to have ever heard; besides 
there were two stout, thick-set men, who plied 
the trade of tinkers and musicians alternately. 
They were known as “ Philamenio” and ‘*Anto- 
nio Durelte.” The four first are the dead men. 
The two last are nowhere to be found, and sus- 
picion points to them as the murderers.

A bundle of pa- 
pers, eto., was also found, and * ng them was 
a letter addressed to The Rev. H. C. Hovey,” 
written by a clerical brother at some distance 
from Chicago, treating of the temptations which 
naturally attend youth in a large city, and re- 
questing that he would exercise a restraining 
influence over the inclinations of two of the 
writer's friends who had recently made their 
advent in the Garden City. 

The prisoner, after some hesitation, admitted 
that he preached to a congregation on the South 
Side, but was too much overcome with the effects 
of the contents of the flask to appreciate the 
situation. He accounted for his condition and 
the ion of the liquor by the statement 
that he drank for the purpose of eradicating a 
malady which his physician regarded as incur- 
able in the absence of the “tome.” He denied 
that he bad approached his accusers with evil in- 
teptions, and insisted tbat he was a 
individual. His protest fell like the seed among 
thorns, aod he was coaxed into the basement of 
the station, where he contemplated passing 
events from behind the bars. 

When Sergt. Wiley returned to the station he 
was informed of what bad taken place, aod de- 
scended to the prisoner's resting place to offer 
such comfort as was at bis dis This con- 
sisted im ac@eding to s request that the officer 
would communicate with a neighboring clergy- 
man, impart to him the information that one of 
his colleagues was held in duress, and invoke 
his intervention to the end that a release 
might be obtained. Accordingly, officer 
Early was sent on this Samaritan errand to 
solicit fraternal offices in the premises, The 
reverend gentleman sent for was absent at the 
moment the officer called, and Hovey was re- 
mitted to solitude, encouraged by a promise that 
aid would reach him before daylight. Nine 
o'clock pealed from the beifry of a neighboring 
church, 10 o’clock soon followed in its wake, the 
clock was on the stroke of 11, and yet no suc- 
cor, no miuistering assistance, bad put in an ap- 
pearance at Hovey’s inbospitable abode. 

Before midnight, however, he was re- 
leased until the following morning, when 
he was told he would be given an au- 
dience by Justice Scully. The clergyman 
who had been sent for m hot haste called at the 
station, roused the drowsy turokey from 
sleep, ascertained the cause of his summons, 
and demanded that the prisoner be produced. 
Down he went into the abode of sin and misery, 
preceded by the keeper. The entrance to the 
cell was unbolted, and his confrere emerged 
from the inclosure to greet his deliverer. ter 
an explanation bad been made, a bond in the 
sum of $200, not omitting the formality of ite 
verification, was perfected, and the twain 
départed. The next morning, when the 
case was called, the witnesses answered 
to their names and were subjected to the asual 
examination, but the prisoner responded not. 
He appeared by proxy, and the case was dis- 
missed, though it is said the end has not been 
reached. as it doubtless will come up again in a 
court the judges of which will be composed of 
the prisoner’s church-brethren. He was arrested 
in St. Louis about two years ago, it is said, on a 
similar charge.

HORSE-OWNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
To the Editor af The Chicage Tribune: 

Curcaao, Oct. 25.—I do not know but that 
such an association already exists in Chicago; if 
not, I would suggest the formation of one for 
mutual protection against theft as well as for 
the higher purpose of dieseminating knowledge 
concerning the best methods of caring for the 
horse, whether im sickness or in health. Let the 
admission or membership fee be moderate, no 
to exceed 25 cente,—with monthly dues of 5 or 10 
cents to begin with, so as not to deter any by 
reason of the expense from joining the organiza- 
tion. Were all the owners of horses in Chicago 
to unite, the proceeds from membership fees aud 
dues, though email, would in the aggregate pro- 
duce a considerable fund, which, with probable 
donations and endowments, could be used in 
promoting the following objects: The estab- 
lishment of a hospital or cure for borses, under 
the supervision of the most skillful veterinary 
surgeons of the city. To this horse-hospital any 
member of the society might take his sick horse 
for treatment, with the assurance that the an- 
mal would be well cared for, protected from 
pateut nostrums and exorbitant charges. In 
connection with this hospital there might bea 
pharmacy of medicine, and a college or school 
at which instruction by lectures relating to the 
care and management of the horse might be 
delivered. The establishment of a library 
and reading-room, at which books and period- 
icals pertaining to horse-care and culture may 
be purchased or read, would add to the attrac- 
tions of the association. Such a society could 
make their rooms the headquarters for a mutual 
insurance company, by which, for a small sum, 
its members might have their horses insured 
against both theft and accidental death. I do 
not see why the horse-owvers Of Chicago may 
not have a special and effective detective agency 
of the own. It would be impossible in a single 
article to enumerate all of the advantages which 
might result, not oulv to horse-owners, but to 
horses, from the establishment of such a co- 
operative association as we have outlined. A 
well-conducted hospital would be the death-biow 
to quackery, the detective agency to theft; 
while the library, by disseminating useful in- 
formation concerning the care and mavagemenut 
of the borse, would enhance the value of that 
noble animal, and thereby raise the owner, as a 
class, above jockeyism,—in public ara ei

TaX-PAYERS LEAGUE. 
Tothe Editor of The Chicago Trioune: 

Curcaco, Oct. 28.— Tu Trisvune article refer- 
ring to the league in Philadelphia of her tax- 
paying citizens to punish frauds, secure the 
proper application of money raised by taxation, 
an honest conducting of public business, and 
honest and competent men. irrespective of poli- 
tics or nationality, to do the work, was a glance 
at the only true way for Chicago, or any city, out 
of their great pecuniary triale and to the res- 
toration of economy and prosperity. It would 
be a great day for Chicago if the spirit of the 
Philadelphia League prevailed here. Whilst a 
great work has been done, a greater and general 
interest and union of effort would be created if 
such a league, thoroughly organized, composed 
only of those pledged to attain the main end and 
purposes,—of those who have material interests 
at stake,—who would have a common centre of 
assemblage. with district organizations; who 
are not seekers after office; where it would be 
pleasant and of interest at all times to go; 
where information could be communicated and 
secured; and which would be inexpensive to 
unite with. It is just such a league as Philadel- 
phia has, —an incorporated company, with its 
purpose clearly defined and carried into ef- 
fect chiefly in the above way. The League 
is the successor of that which did such great 
work during the War. It was thought after the 
War that if the purpose to aid the Union army 
aod punish traitors was a g purpose, then 
an equally good one, coming home to each 
householder and tax-payer, was a purpose that 
demanded a wider league, because amore dan- 

erous enemy was to be fought. So the Union 
— was dissolved and a new ove formed, 
and in that league the hope of Philadelphia 
rests. Such a league—a commonwealth league 
—Boston has. Such other cities are forming, 
and such Chicago must have if she is going to 
clean aod clear herself. Rescue can only come 
in one way—in this way. It can come from no 
limited organization except on pledge to the 
work and the object. Though in a bad form, 
San Francisco did this work and was purged. 
We need not that form, but must have all our 
strength united, and in that union we will find, 
and find only, our strength and success. W. 


DRIVING CATTLE. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, Oct. 25.—I see that proceedings were 
stayed in the case of twenty-nine persons for vio- 
lation of an ordinance in regard to driving cat- 
tle, because the Council was about to repeal 
the law.” Why such a plea should be considered 
valid while the law is in force is not very clear, 
but as a matter of fact the ordinance should re- 
main as it is, and be rigidly enforced.

were deterred from attending schoo] for fear of 
befng either maimed or fxilled in consequence of 
the reckless driving of these herds of wild Tex- 
ans. And this occurred almost daily. One little 
girl, even under the present law (which at the 
time was being violated). in endeavoring to es- 
cape from a herd of cattle stepped inside of a 
convenient yard, and was at once attacked by 

owner's dog, that tore her clothes and lacer- 
sted her hand in a frightful manner. Analogous 
cases are not wanting to conclusively prove that 
the practice is a most pernicious one, and a se-

Board was held yesterday afternoon. Present, 
Commissioner Burdick in the chair, and all the 
members except Messra. Russell and Crawford. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 
A communication was read from the foreman 


of the Grand Jury asking that the jury be fur- 


nisbed with conveyance to visit the Poor-House 
to-day. Referred to the Committee on Public 


Charities. 
A communication was also read from the 


County Clerk asking for twenty-four new ballot- 
boxes. 

Commissioner Clough wanted to know if the 
City Clerk knew what had become of the old 


ones,

THE COUNTY'S FINANCES. 

The Committee on Finance submitted the fol- 
lowing comprehensive report bearing on the 
financial condition of the county, present and 
prospective : 

Your Committee on Finance, having had under 
consideration the estimates of the various departments 
of the County Government, to ascertain the amount 
required to be levied as county taxes for the year 
1875, submit herewith the various items under appro- 
priate headings, showing the amount to be levied, 
tae same being $1,517,965, and, computed on the equal- 
ized value of $22/,993,1U8, makes the rate 66 cents on 
$100 valuation. 

Your Committee are aware that the public, and may 
be this Board, will be startied at the increased amount 
over las> year needed, as also the largely increased per 
cent, part of which is attributable to the reduced val- 
uation, and partly to the expenditures over the appro- 
priations for the current year. Our estimates are 
based entirely upon the expenditures for the past ten 
months of the current year, which have exceeded the 
estimates for the full year, which fact has necessitated 
temporary loans to meet the demands upon the Treas- 
ury, and we will have to make further loans to carry us 
through the winter. 

Your Commit recommend the adoption bf the 
accompanying estimates and the following resolu- 
tions: .
